HELEN WILLS’S CONCENTRATION. 

If it is true that since her unfortunate ill- 
ness last year Miss Wills has concentrated 
in a typical American fashion upon the im- 
provement of her game, y the heaviest 
any woman has been capable of putting on 
court, she may have imparted the one element 
it lacked for paramountry—namely, accuracy, 
and the factor it required for secure imposi- 
tion—namely, the sense of the current weaken- 


over billiards, of a human being in the 
semblance of a machine dealing with a ball.

TORRENTIAL RAINFALL 


The remarkable weathet 8 of the 
past three days in the West of Scotland 
culminated yesterday afternoon in a short, 


siderable damage, especially in Falkirk, 
where the steeple at the cross was 
partially wrecked. 
| On Tuesday Glasgow had no fewer than 
sixteen and a half hours’ sunshine, a “ re- 
cord’’ for the city, while on Thursday 
rain poured from leaden skies from morn- 
ing till night: Yesterday the sun shone 
fiercely, with heavy showers at intervals. 
Suddenly, at about 2 o'clock, came a 
cloudburst, and the streets: were flooded. 
Thunder pealed overhead, ‘but the storm 


soon passed. 
TOWN SHOOK BY THUNDER. 


In the Midlands of Scotland, however, 
the experience was more terrifying, par- 
ticularly at Falkirk, where extensive 
damage was done, With amazing sudden- 
ness a thunderclap shook the town from 
end to end, the noise resembling a huge 
blast. Extremely vivid lightning flashed, 
and the riext second the historic steeple 
at the cross was partially wrecked. 
This structure, which was erected in 
1814, occupies a prominent position in the 
high street, and stands about 150 feet 
high. The top portion, which rises about 
fifty feet above the supporting base and 
pillars, was struck by lightning and com- 
pletely destroyed. Tons of masonry fell 
to the streets below with a tremendous 
noise. Portions of the débris crashed 
through the roof of the tenement buildings 
adjoining, and many of the occupants had 
remarkable escapes. 

: HORSE KILLED. 
A horse, yoked to a lorry, was standing 
immediately below in Tolbooth street as 
the steeple crashed. The horse was buried 
and killed instantaneously by the piles of 
masonry. The driver, who was just com- 
ing out of a shop alongside, was injured 
slightly on the head by a piece of stone. 
There were scores of people in the 
streets, and it was astonishing that there 
were so few casualties. The collapse of 
the huge steeple broke and damaged 4 
number of windows and shop roofs. 

PUBLIC-HOUSE SET ON FIRE. 
A girl was among the first of the injured 
to be rescued. Fortunately, her injuries 
were comparatively slight. The lightning 
also struck the steeple clock on two sides, 
and set on fire a recently vacated public- 
house. As the masonry fell, shop 
windows collapsed, and broken bottles and 
other débris littered the pavements. 
Torrential rain followed, flooding the 
streets, The destruction of the steeple 
created a tremendous sensation in the 
town. 

ROOF THROWN DOWN. 

Mrs. James Burr, the wife of an un- 
employed miner, who lives in an adjoin- 
ing tenement, said :—“I was clearing the 
fireside at the time, and all of a sudden 
the roof came down on us, and the room 
was filled with flying pieces of timber and 
clouds of dust. My little boy, James, 
was beside the table, and he disappeared 
under the débris. I managed to catch 
hold of him, and you can guess how 
pleased I was to find him not seriously 
injured. He was slightly cut on the 
face, but it was nothing serious. 1, too, 
received rather a nasty leg injury. The 
baby was standing beside the window at 
the time, but he, luckily, escaped being 
injured.”

Marshal Chang Tso-lin will be installed 
to-morrow in his new post as “ Generalis- 
simo of the Forces for the Suppression of 
the Reds,” to which he was appointed by 
the Allied leaders, including General

Marshal Chang Tso-lin was previously 
Commander-in-Chief of the Ankouchun, or 
tranquillity-restoring Army, who were 
really Fengtien forces. The new title im- 
plies much more, as he will be virtually 
dictator, and head of the Navy as well as 
of the Army, including the troops of Sun 
Chuang-fang and the Chihli and Shantung 
forces of Chang Tsung-chang. He will 
also have the power to appoint the 
Premier, and through him the whole 
Cabinet, which will be responsible to the 
Generalissimo, thus establishing a new 
form of government. Pan-fu, the noted 
industrialist, and formerly Finance 
Minister, has accepted the Premiership. 
He is closely connected with Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin and General Chang Tsunz-

NATIONALISTS ORDER ITS 
RETURN. 


From Our ConRnEsPoNDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Friday. 

Dr. C. C, Wu, om behalf of the 
Nationalist Government, announces that 
the Government is despatching an n- 
official agent to Washington, in the person 
of Foo Ting-sheung, who will co-operate 
with the Chinese Ambassador, Mr. Alfred 
Sze, in an attempt to settle the Nanking 
incidents directly with the Washington 
authorities. Foo Ting has been the Com- 
missioner for Foreign Affairs at Nanking. 
‘General Chiang Kai-shek is reported to 
have arrived at Hsuchowfu, and this 
strengthens the belief that the Nationalists 
have smoothed out their differences with 
the Hankow faction, respecting the 
Northern advance, and that the chief 
burden indefeating Marshal Chang Tso-lin 
is to be shouldered by General Chiang 
Kai-shek and the Christian General, Feng 
Yuh-siang, acting unitedly in a drive 
directly north along the Tientsin-Pukow 
railway, and hoping thus to force the 
Fengtien troops from Chihli Province by 
menacing Tientsin. 

Chiang Kai-Shek already claims to have 
captured the town of Yenchowfu, Shan- 
tung, with a large number of Shantung 
troops, forcing the Northerners to retreat 
in the direction of Tsinanfu, the provin- 
cial capital. 

TWO PROCLAMATIONS. 

The Nationalist Government has also 
issued a proclamation directed to all pro- 
vincial authorities, prohibiting troops 
from occupying or using foreign. premises. 
The proclamation states that since the 
beginning of the revolution defeated troops 
and rebels within the party have occupied 
much foreign property, causing foreigners 
to leave their homes in order to avoid the 
calamities of the civil war. This action, 
it is pointed out, has given rise to mis- 
understandings; hence all churches, 
foreign residences, schools, hospitals, and 
warehouses must be returned to their 
rightiul owners, and furniture: and other 
articles which have been ‘‘ borrowed’’ must 
be returned immediately in order to enable 


foreign Powers. 

At the same time Dr. C. C. Wu has 
iasied an order forbidding all troops to 
fire upon foreign vessels—whether cargo 
boats or warships—and directing the 
troops to give special care and respect to 
international friendships.

i CAPE TOWN, Friday. 
The Select Committee on the Flag Bill 
reported this morning, and the report is 
expected to be received from the printers to- 
night. The House of Assembly is to go 
into commit on the amended bill cn 
Monday. The Government representatives on 
the Select Committee carried a proposal for 
a new flag design. The new design is to 
supersede the Saint George’s Cross, bordered 
with white on a green ground—the design 


The new design is the old Van Riebeek 
flag, consisting of three horizontal stripes, the 
top stripe yellow, the middle stripe white and. 
the bottom stripe blue. In the centre of the 
white stripe is a shield divided into four 
quarters. The Union Jack occupies the top 
left corner, with the Transvaal flag beneath 
it, The top right corner of the shield 
occupied by the Free State flag, 
the quarter beneath it being blue, with four 
stars, representing the four provinces of the 
South African Union. The new design is 
accompanied by a new clause in the bill, 
which directs Mr. Speaker to summon a 
Parliamentary Commission not later than 
August 15th, to report not after the end of 
September. The Commission is charged to 
try .o find a design for a flag embodying 
the three flags—the Union Jack, and the 
Transvaal and Free State flags—not as an 
inherent part of the design, but as symbolis- 
ing the past history uf South Africa. Unless 
the Commission by a majority, which must 
include a majority of the South African Party 
members of the Commission, succeeds in find- 
ing such a design, the design described above 
is to be the design embodied in the bill. 

It is certain that the bill now before 
Parliament will be rejected by the Senate 
during the present session, ..hich is expected 
to end to-morrow week. The intention of the 
Government is to hold a special session of 
both Houses after the Speaker’s Commission 
has reported. If the bill passes the joint 
session—in which the Government has a 


majority—it will be submitted to the 
promised referendum, pyvobably early in 
December.

STORY OF HUGE 
AEROPLANES.

BOSTON (MASS.), Friday. 

Plans for a regular Transatlantic aero- 
plane service, operating gigantic multi- 
motored ships to carry 100 passengers 
each, are nearing completion, according to 
a copyrighted story published by the 
Boston Traveller. 

Revelation of the scheme is made in 
considerable detail, and statements con- 
cerning the preparations are offered with- 
out qualifications. The names of the 
sponsors are withheld, however, not 
because they are not known to the news- 
paper, it is affirmed, but because the 
paper is pledged for a short time to 
preserve the secrecy which has shrouded 
the progress of the project since its incep- 
tion sixteen months ago. 

The air liners will be heavier than air 
planes, according to the T'raveller, which 
says that the backers of the enterprise first 
tested and then abandoned the idea of 
using dirigibles. 

The scheme is financed, it is said, by a 
powerful group of engineers, financiers 
and sportsmen, who do not propose to 
offer any stock in the organisation to the

MYSTERIOUS AEROPLANE 
IN SNOWSTORM. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
QUEBEC, Friday. 

The theory that the mysterious flares 
seen to the north of Lake St. John were 
distress signals from Captains Nungesser 
and Coli remains to be proved, but fresh 
evidence would tend to support the belief 
that the “ White Úird ” managed to reach 
the mainland. Mr. Georges Rousseau, a 
French-Canadian trapper with a reputa- 
tion for trustworthiness and truthfulness, 
states positively that on May 9, a day 
that he particularly remembers. owing to 
the fact that he sustained an injury to 
his leg, he heard the noise of an aero- 
plane engine missing badly about two 
miles from him while he was in: camp on 
the banks of the St. Marguerite River, a 
tributary of the Saguenay River. The 
wind was blowing a gale, and snow was 
falling. Twice he heard the motor stop 
and start again. Finally the noise of 
the machine faded away northwards out 
of earshot. 

If the aeroplane had continued on this 
route, Mr. Rousseau asserts that it would 
have landed in the wild district of Regina, 
which is seldom visited by trappers, and 
is sparsely populated by Indians. He 
declares that aeroplanes would be useless 
in searching for the missing men owing 
to the density of the forest, and search 
parties, led by competent guides, would 
be the ~ly likely method. 

It is significant that no Canadian aero- 
plane has reported being in trouble on 
that date anywhere near the distvíct, and 
there are no Canadian aeroplanes missing. 

Mr. Rousseau further declares that his 
certainty in regard to the date is due to 
the custom of trappers to mark the date 
with a notch. He did not catch a single 
glimpse of the machine.

E. WHITCOMBE ENTERED. 


Among the latest entries for the Irish Open 
Championship at Portmarnock in August is 
that of Ernest Whitcombe, of the Meyrick 
Park Club, Bournemouth.

BENNETT’S EASY WIN. 


A FINE ACHIEVEMENT. 
STANLEY WOODS IN BAD LUCK. 


Alec Bennett, the Irish-Canadian rider, 
created unique personal record yesterday by 
winning his third Senior Tourist Trophy Race, 
and the fourth race of the Tourist Trophy 
series in which he has been successful. His 
win may be said to stamp the seal of faime 
on his name, and to mark him as the greatest 
motor vyclist of the post-war period. He 
won his first Tourist Trophy Race in 1922, 
and was successful in the same event in 1924, 
and last year he won the Junior Race. In 
addition he has won numerous events on the 
Continent, and in one year scored in the 
French and Belgian Grand Prix Races, as 
well as winning in the Isle of Man. 

Bennett yesterday covered the 264 miles of 
the circular course around the island in two 
minutes ‘and thirty-seven seconds faster time 
than that in which Stanley Woods won last 
vear, his average for the full distance being 
68.41 miles an hour. 

The feature of Bennett's win was the 

marvellously consistent manner in which be 
rode. At the end of the first lap he was in 
fifth place. On each succeeding three laps 
he improved his position by one place, and 
was lying second to Stanley Woods, the 
holder of the trophy, at the end of the fourth 
lap. Woods had led from the start, breaking 
records on his first two laps at 70.5 m. p.h. 
und 70.99 m.p.h. respectively. Woods's 
clutch went out of order on the fifth lap, 
causing his retirement, and Bennett ran iato 
first ha from which he was not displaced. 
Another notable feature of his ride was the 
fact that each of Bennett's successive = 
was fasier than the preceding one, and 
final circuit was the fastest of the race. 
\ In the early stages of the race there was 
a “fine struggle between Woods and Dixon, 
the\.winner of the Junior event, but the 
IrishhMan drew away from him on each lap, 
and Dixon had disappeared from the picture 
with gear trouble before Bennett had taken 
the lead. When Bennett entered his pen- 
ultimate lap he had the race well in hands; 
but there was an interesting contest for 
second and third places. Simister entered 
the last lap with a lead of only three seconds 
from Spann, but he fell away on the final 
circuit, and in the end second place was 
secured by J. Guthrie, a young Scotsman 
from Hawick, who was making his first 
appearance in the Isle of Man. Simister was 
third, and Shaw, of Belfast, who had ridden 
an excellent race in the latter stages of the 
contest, was fourth. 

The race was run under less agreeable con- 
ditions than the Junior and Light-weight 
events. A heavy downpour of rain only 
ceased an hour before the start, and visibility 
was very bad for the first half of the race. 
It cleared before the second half was entered 
upon, and by this time the roads were quite 
dry. ‘The very high speeds at which the 
race was run had its inevitable effect on 
the machines, and of the fifty-one starters 
only nineteen finished the course. Of these 
the first fourteen were within one- eighth of 
the winners time, and win miniature replic as 
of the trophy. ‘The manufacturers’ team 


prizé was won by the Sunbeam team, which 


were fifth, eighth and sixteenth, and the 
Club team prize Ly Middlesbro. 

Of the seven Irishmen entered for the race, 
McVitty did not start, his place on the 
Triumph being taken by Hobbs. Johnston's 
place on the Cotton was taken. by his 
“table companion,” Colgan, who com- 
pleted five laps before he retired with engine 
trouble. Craig rode excellently until the 
last lap, but failed to finish. Of the six 
Irish starters, there were three finishers, 
of whom two were in the first four, Tyrell- 
Smith being thirteenth.

NORTHERN HIGH COURT 
DECISION. 

An important case m reference to the : 
crowding of motor ‘buses was decided in the 
Divisional Court, Belfast, yesterday, befor 
the Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Brown. 

The proceedings came before the Court on 
a case stated by the Justices of Tyrone to 
the i’etty Sessions district of Dungannon 

The summons was brought on behalt 
the Tyrone County Council by John M 
Moffatt, and the defendants were the Si 
Counties Motors, Ltd. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that at 
hearing it was proved that a motor ommbu> 
the property of the defendants, was du!) 
licensed to carry twenty. passengers, but that 
on the occasion in respect of which the con 
plaint was made there were twenty-six pa> 
sengers on board, “and they were seated « 
the seats in the "bus so far as the seats wen! 
and the remaining passengers were seated «! 
each. other’s knees and anywhere else t! 
could get.” Subsequently the conductor was 
proséeuted under the Summary Jurisdiction 
(Ireland) Act for committing the offence o! 
carrying passengers for hire more than th: 
ie for whom seats were respective 

vide®. On the hearing of this complaint 
=e convicted and fined £1 and costs 

The complaint in the present case was 
brought under the provisions of the Road 
Act of 1920, Section II., Sub-section 
which read: “Where a licence has been taken 
out in respect of any vehicle at the rat 
duty: appropriate to a hackney carriage seal 
ing not more than a certain number of pe: 
son, the person keeping the vehicle shall 
it is used on any occasion for the purpose 
of seating more rsons than the number 
authorised, be liable to an Excise penalt) 

The Justices found that it was imposs:)\: 
for the defendants to obtain a licence f 
the *bus for more than twenty seats, whic! 
was’ the maximum number it could seat; tha! 
there was no evidence to show that m: 
than twenty people were accommodated vi: 
seats; that the proper licence duty had |: 
paid for a vehicle which seated twenty pa: 
sengers, and dismissed the complaint. 

In the present ease, if the defenda’ 
admitted thirty-five persons to a seatins 
capacity of only twenty seats, as the justi 
found, they have either left fifteen perso” 
unseated or by decreasing the amount 
seating capacity have left the whole thi‘): 
five persons unseated, in the sense that i“! 
one of them possibly could have had such a 
seat as in. law he or she was entitled 
This is to some extent a fraud on the pas 
sengeérs, but it is such a fraud almost und 
compulsion, as persons in the position of the 
defendants,“or even of Corporation owne's 
of tramcars, have insolenale to submit to 
if, on special occasions or on a wet day, the 
public insist on crowding iv. | 

But in saying that he did not think it ceil 
be said that the extra passengers were '° 
ceived on the defendants’ omnibus for the 
purpose of being seated. He thought Sec 
tion LU. was really intended to provide an 
excise penalty for the case where an omnibus 
capable of seating, say, thirty or forty, “was 
licensed only to seat twenty, and where, 
having obtained the licence, the owner pr 

without any further licence to prove 
accommodation for a Jarger number. That 
obviously was not done in this case. [he 
defendants were liable to conviction on the 
charge of overcrowding, but, in his Jude: 
ment, as the extra passengers were not re 
ceived fom the purpose of seating more than 
the twenty ns licensed, the justices 
were right in their determination, and the 
question submitted to them (the Divisions! 
Court) should be answered accordingly. 

Mr. Justice Brown concurred.
